The annual redaction cf revenue by 
the republica bill will be in the neigh­ 
borhood of seventy millions cf dollars— 
a reduction as grest as can be made con­ 
sistent with the increasing oost of the 
government.

000,000, a little over fifty million more 
than the United States received from a 
like source. When one takes into account 
the faot that this country has some 
twenty millions more of population than 
Great Britain, while the revenue from 
aioholic drinks is fifty millions less, he 
will be able to form an intelligent idea 
of the vastness of the drink bill of Brit­ 
ain compared with our own. 
In 1888 the number of drams taken in 
Great Britain was set down at 245,000,- 
000. while it had reach!d 275,000,000 in 
889: and Mr. Gosohen says, “it was ac 
extraordinary historical faot that in the 
years 1875 and 197G the greatest drink­ 
ing years recorded, there was precisely 
the same rush and precisely the same 
proportion of revenue from different 
spirits.

L o u i s v i l l e . K y ., April 18.— F o u rte e n 
convicts on the way to Eddyville peni­ 
tentiary made a desperate attempt to 
escape yesterday. 
The convicts,chained 
in couples, were in tho smoking-car, 
watched by four guards. 
As the train was running full speed 
through tho 
mountains and heavily 
wooded country near Litchfield, John 
Heine, a notorious burglar, with seven 
years to serve, walked with his compan­ 
ion to tho watercooler. 
One of the men 
raised the goblet as if to drink and 
dashed the water in the eyes of the 
nearest guard, the next instant the 
other convict seized the guard by tho 
throat and choked him, bringing him to 
his knees. 
In a moment the car was in an uproar. 
One of tho other prisoners knocked out 
the lights with the poker and another 
seized the pistol of Hie helpless guard 
and fired two shots, both taking effect 
in Hie guard's breast. 
In the melee 
Heine and his companion opened the 
door, leaped from the platform and es­ 
caped in tim darkness. 
Two others 
rolled out of a window and also got 
away. 
Tho remaining guards rushed to 
the doors and began firing their pistols 
in Hie air. 
This had Hie desired effect, 
for the striped-garbed passengers were 
so frightened that they crawled under 
the seats and begged for mercy. 
Tho four men, however, had gotten 
safely away when quiet was restored, 
and, as none of tho guards could be 
spared to hunt fur them, they were not 
pursued. 
Several of the passengers 
were in tun smoking-car at the tlmo of 
the firing, and they added their shrieks 
to those of the terrified convicts.

thinking their had been a 
perfect pandemonium 
time. 
One passenger leaped down an em­ 
bankment eighteen feet high and nar­ 
rowly 
escaped 
being 
killed. 
Men, 
women and children joined in

tols fired them in the air for reasons 
they aro now unable to explain. 
When 
the lamps were relighted tile wounded 
guard was found to be seriously but not 
fatally injured.

Each aud all of them denounced 
it as a pack of lies and said they had 
never been punished, never been re­ 
ported, and had never complained and 
had nothing to complain of. 
They said 
they had never seen Broderick and do 
not know him.

They Set Fire to th e Oranenbaum P alace

perial palaco of Oranenbaum has been 
burned to the ground with all Its con­ 
tents. 
Tho flames broko out in tho 
night and spread with such astonishing 
rapidity that it is believed tho fires were 
set simultaneously in different parts of 
the building. 
Seven Inmates of tho 
palace were cut off from escape aud 
perished.

Early Potatoes, 
It is an item to have at least a 
few early potatoes, and it will pay to 
take a little pains to secure them. 
One of the first items is to secure 
good seed, not only of an early variety 
but of a good quality. 
Potatoes, like all other socd, will 
run out, unless good care ii taken, 
in the selection. 
And the quality has 
considerable influence in securing a 
supply early. 
It is best to secure 
the seed in good 
season, 
so that 
when the time comes for planting 
the seed there need be no delay. 
Tho soil should bo well drained; if 
not 
under-drained, 
good 
surface 
drainage sliorld be provided. 
W hile 
potatoes require considerable mois­ 
ture, yet in 
a cold, 
wet soil they 
make a very poor growth; hence it 
is best to see that good drainage is 
provided. 
A rich 
loam soil that 
can ho readily worked into a good 
tilth is best. 
One 
item 
is: 
Secure 
a 
quick 
growth; and a good supply of avail­ 
able plant-food is necessary. 
If good drainage can not readily be 
secured, a good plan is to make small 
ridges, not so high as for sweet pota­ 
toes, or as large. 
For the center of 
this make a reasonably good furrow, 
and in those places where the seed is 
to be dropped put a small spadeful of 
fresh manure. 
Cover this lightly with 
soil—two inches will be plenty. 
On 
this plant the seed. 
Use good medium 
sized potatoes, neither two large or too 
small. 
Step on tho seed after plant­ 
ing so as to press well into the soil, 
and then cover. 
Ridging up gives a better opportu­ 
nity for drying out and warming up. 
The fresh manure will aid materially 
ic keep tho soil warm. 
I tried put­ 
ting the manure on top after planting 
the seed and covering with soil, but I 
prefer to put the fresh manure in the 
bottom of the furrow and put a fresh 
layer of soil over this, and planting 
the seed. (iivc good cultivation, keep­ 
ing the soil in good tilth, so as to in­ 
duce a good growth. 
It is not necessary to put in ridges 
if the soil is naturally dry. although 
more beneft from the sun.in warming 
up can he secured if ridged. 
Early 
Sunrise is one of the best early varie­ 
ties I have ever raised, although there 
are a number of early varieties recom­ 
mended. 
Early Ohio is a good early 
variety, but is a little later than Sun­ 
rise.

Forest tree planting on poor or 
abandoned 
lands, 
denuded hillsides 
an i treeless prairies can not be too 
strongly urged. 
It is worth noting in reports of Spe­ 
cial Agent Cook that the Kansas far­ 
mers have found sorghum at the rate 
of $1.50 per ton of cane tho most prof­ 
itable crop they can grow. 
The best way to apply salt to land is 
to mix it with the lime or ashes, one 
bushel of salt to ten of the limo or 
ashes being tho proper proportion. 
It 
renders the lime more soluble, duo to 
chemical action. 
Corn and sorghum grown forensil 
age should he planted thin enough to 
mature ears and 
produce a crop of 
seed and not harvested until nearly 
ripe. 
The ensilage will then contain a 
considerable amount of grain and bo of 
more value than watery stalk. 
It is easy to secure patches of white 
clover in a pasture by scattering seed 
in early s; ring in bare places, and 
brushing it in. 
Ono pound of aced is 
< nough to start white clover in a hun­ 
dred places, 
'l he disposition of this 
clover is to spread by means of the 
branches that run along the ground 
and take root. 
Let the farmer, just as soon as the 
ground can he worked, go in to the 
garden and drag it until the soil is in 
line condition, then with a liberal 
uantity of the best manure the farm 
• '.ini*, nhint (he gai*den with vegeta­ 
bles early and Tate and see that it is 
timely and well cultivated. 
This done 
he will find the garden pays. 


owner of a small garden is apt to have 
it so seriously, 
that undue haste is 
made in ail its operations; plowing or 
spading is not half done: the surface is 
barely stirred up enough to show that 
some one has been over the whole 
ground; fertilizers tire improperly ap­ 
plied, an i plantings are made with 
hands unguided bv experience or judg­ 
ment. 
All seeds are put in on the 
same day, and Mio work finished up as 
rapidly as possible. 
The result is, in 
many cases, that at no time does the 
garden afford vegetables worthy the 
name. 
For tho best success a series of plant­ 
ings should 
be made of vegetables 
which are of rapid growth and short 
duration. 
In this class are the rad­ 
ishes and lettuce, which 
should be 
planted, together with onions, heels, 
parsnips and carrots, as early as the 
soil can be brought into proper condi­ 
tion. but never before. 
More crons 
are injured bv sowing the seed when 
the soil is too wet and cold than from 
almost any other cause. 
A sowing of 
radishes should be made every ten clays 
until the first of Juno, and then again 
in September. 
Peas should also be 
sown in succession until tho first of 
Juno. 
Plant a few at a time, in order 
that tho 
whole crop may be con­ 
sumed when in the best possible con­ 
dition. 
It is far better to eat canned 
peas than half-ripened ones from the 
vines. 
A planting of 
peas can he 
made to advantage after early potatoes, 
if the proper kinds are selected, and for 
this purpose the various “earliest of 
all,” or this class of smooth peas, are 
the best. 
It is folly to plant for a late 
crop the large, wrinkled varieties, as 
only a crop of mildew will bo the re­ 
sult. 
Two plantings of beets in spring 
and ono in August will keep up a suc­ 
cession of this vegetable, tender and 
sweet. 
Sweet corn should he planted 
every week, say twenty hills at a time, 
from the first of May until the middle 
of July; this will afford an ample sup­ 
ply for nearly throe months. 
Beans 
should be planted at intervals of two 
weeks, the last planting to he made the 
first of August. 
This crop, 
if not 
wanted for snap.beans, can 
he usgd 
to good advantage for pickling. 
A small planting of strav -leaf tur­ 
nips should be made as early as possi­ 
ble in the season, and another on the 
ground where the early peas or pota­ 
toes were grown. 
A still later plant­ 
ing of turnips, as well as rutabagas, 
can be made about the first of August 
on any vacant ground. 
Wherever 
there is a vacant spot, no matter how 
small, spinach should bo sown, if for 
no other purpose than to turn under 
as a vegetable manure. 
It is imnor- 
tant to make a late as well as an early 
planting of tomatoes. 
For tho first, 
put out strong, stocky plants; for the 
second drop a seed or two in each hill 
of early corn, and, as soon as the corn 
is done, cut tho stalks to tho ground, 
and a splendid crop of tomatoes will 
be secured, which comes In very useful 
ifter the first has rippened its best 
fruits. 
By this method of planting, 
the garden will yield moro than double 
its usual crop, and the vegetables will 
be far better than the 
straggling, 
tough, 
indigestible 
things 
usually 
gathered.

Valuable Timber Tree*. 
If the indiscriminate destruction ol 
forests continues many years longer, 
the loss of certain varieties -of timber 
will be keenly felt. 
Though now 
growths appear 
in many localities 
where cultivation has boen abandoned, 
yet these aro mostly of inferior vari­ 
eties, of little value except for fuel. 
The burr oak is slowly di:*appearing 
before both the ax and the decay that 
follows maturity. 
Unfortunately, this 
variety does not perpetuate itself spon­ 
taneously to the extent that less valu­ 
able varieties do. 
For tho require­ 
ments of the farm, scarcely any kind 
of timber surpasses 
the 
burr oak. 
From its straight-grained trunks mater­ 
ial is easily split for various purposes. 
Tho fenco-posts are not only straighter 
and moro easily faced, but more dura­ 
ble than when taken from most other 
varieties of timber. 
For whiT.e-trees 
and wagon-poles. the butt of a young 
burr oak can 
hardly be surpassed. 
The burr cak and white oak usually 
furnish more lumber for the farm than 
all other species of timber, yet they 
seem destined to become very scarce in 
a few years. 
Black walnut timber 
may 
no. 
longer 
be 
used 
for 
fences^or buildings, but it will soon 
be wefl-nigh impossible to obtain it, 
except at extraordinary prices. 
Many 
farmers are cutting out their hard- 
maDles, because the wood sells high. 
This, together1 with the decay of old

Try a few out of doors 
this spring and as a house plant later. 
Clean out tho berry bushes if not 
already done, and give them a dress­ 
ing of manure. 
In transplanting trees 
keep the 
roots from tho wind while they are out 
of tho ground. 
Phosphate fertilizers give a rich, pe­ 
culiar flavor to grapes not obtainable 
from other sources. 
If you wish large, firm strawberries 
furnish potash. 
Wood ashes will sup­ 
ply it. 
Apply before dry weather. 
Make your plantings small enough 
to take care of them, but large enough 
to supply all you need for home use at 
least 
Peach stones aro now used for fuel 
in California—selling for $0 per ton. 
A ton will last as long as a ton of coal 
and give more heat 
Don’t forget to supply tho good wife 
with all the flower seeds she wishes 
—and don’t wait till she asks for them. 
You do the asking—you did once. 
lf you were so unfortunate as to 
have weeds go to seed last year burn 
them before plowing the garden, and 
so destroy as many seeds as possible. 
If the spring is backward, got the 
stakes for tomatoes, poles for beans, 
and brush for peas all ready now so as 
to save time when you want them to 
use. 
If any trees or shrubs have been 
broken by the storms of winter cut off 
the broken parts and cover the wound 
with melted grafting wax or coarse 
paint. 
The first spring exhibition of the 
Hartford (Conn.) Horticultural Society 
was recently held at Unity Hall. 
The 
principal feature of this spring exhibi­ 
tion was that it called forth plants and 
flowers not seen at the regular exhibi­ 
tion in autumn. 
About $140 were 
given in cash premiuns for the first, 
second and third best in fifteen differ­ 
ent classes. 
The following is given as a guard 
against tho ravages of the curculio; 
Take a yarn string and saturate it 
well with spirits of turpentine, 
and 
tic it around the plum tree, about two 
or three feet high, or below the limbs, 
and as the curculio crawl up the tree, 
they are stopped by the yarn string, 
and turn back—they will not cross it. 
This has been tested to perfection, and 
never fails.

Ile Teeth Are Fixed on rn 
Ribbon 
That In n Typewriter. 
The mouth of the snail is armed with 
a very formidable instrument in the 
shape ot a remarkable saw-like tongue. 
Probably you have, at some time or I 
another, noticed how clearly cut are 
fee edge* of a leaf upon which a snail 
has been regaling himself. 
It I9 diffi­ 
cult to imagine how such a 
s >ft and 
flabby-looking animal can have made 
such clean incisions. 
But with an ex­ 
amination of the cutting instrument 
concealed in hi* mouth wonder on this 
score vanishes. 
It r e s e m b l e s a long, 
narrow ribbon coiled in sucn a man­ 
ner that only a small portion of it is 
called into use at one j. 
Thickly dis­ 
tributed over th 5 entire surface of this 
ribbon are an immense nu liber of ex­ 
cessively sharp little teeth, designed 
in a manner which admirably adapts 
them to the purpose for which they are 
intended. 
The quantity of these teeth 
is incredible—one species, for instance 
has been indisputably proved to pos­ 
sess as many as 30,000 of them. 
The 
reason for their disposition on a coiled, 
ribbonlike surface lies is the fact that 
by use they become worn away. 
As 
this happens, the ribbon is uncoiled, 
and the teeth which before wert. wrap­ 
ped up in it, at the back of the snail’s 
mouth, come forward to take tho place 
jf those which have aurved their turn. 
The upper part of the mouth consists 
lf a horny Surface against which the 
•harp-toothed tongue works. 
A 
leaf 
which is to be operated upon is caught 
between the two and subjected to a 
regular filelike rasping on the part of 
the tongue. 
So effective an instru­ 
ment does this form that the tough 
leaves of the lily may often be found 
to be entirely rasped off by it.
